Of the amount received from the treasurer $150.00 was trans- 
ferred to the town highway account by the village trustees from 
their highway fund. There is no indebtedness against the highway 
fund. Two new culverts have been built during the year and others 
thoroughly repaired. We hope soon to make an arrangement with 
the Rutland Railroad Co. whereby the so-called White crossing may 
be a;bandoned, the highway passing under the railroad south ;of the 
present crossing and joining the present highway east of the resi- 
dence of Mr. Blom. We shall in this way avoid the crossing and 
much improve the hill. The Vermont Marble Co. have recently 
purchased a large stone crusher and when in operation we hope to 
have access to an abundance of crushed stone. This will be of great 
advantage to the highways as we have little suitable material within 
reasonable distance..
